THE ADVANTAGES OF THE; POSTAL 
SAVINGS BILL. 
We printed on Saturday the leading 
features ot the postal sayings bill which 
was prepared by Congressman Phillips, of 
Kansas, and which was approyed by a 
majority of the Committee on Banking and 
Currency, of tne House of Representatives. 
The measure is one of much importance 
and of such necessity that it will find no 
trouble in passing both houses and becom­ 
ing a law. It makes every money order 
office in the country a depository for mon­ 
ey lo sums as small as 25 cents, the depos­ 
itor to receive a pass book like those issued 
by our savings banks. The bill then pro­ 
vides that when one person deposits to the 
amount of $ IO, or any multiple of $10, he 
Is entitled to receive a bond tor that 
amount The size ol the bonds range from 
$10 to $100, in even multiples ol ten up to 
fifty. The rate of interest has been fixed 
at 3 65*100 per cent., which was done tor 
the 
purpose 
of 
convenience 
of 
calculation, this particular rate being one 
cent a day on a bond of one hundred dol­ 
lars. When the holders of tne small bunds 
get sufficient number together to make 
$50 or $100, they c a d be exchanged for the 
new tour per cent. government bonds, but 
When the 3 65 bonds are exchanged, the 
government has no special charge ot the 
bonds. But when the holders of the 3 65 
bonds and of pass books, can go to the post 
office tor instance, and draw money there 
from, similar to 
depositors in savings 
banks. 
It is universally hoped that the bul will 
become a law and that quickly. When 
put in practical operation, it will prove 
ooeot the wisest measure* Congress has 
passed for a long time. There is no doubt 
that in some particulars the bill might be 
amended so as to work better, but it is 
time enough to do that when the country 
•hall have tried the operation of the origi­ 
nal bill. When put to a practical test, 6uch 
amendments hereafter can be made as the 
necessity of the case demands. The meas­ 
ure will no doubt encourage habits of sav­ 
ing amoog the people, create a confidence 
in the absolute security of the system, and 
will prove a b ion to those who desire to 
make small investments 
from savings 
where there are no rn mrs. 
When the peo­ 
ple feel that their small earning? which 
have cost days, weeks, and months of hard 
toll and the most rigid economy, are placed 
in security beyond the possibility of a 
doubt, they will redouble their energy to 
continua their savings. lo this respect, 
the Postal Savings bill will exert a most 
' salutary tffec* upon .the country.

vJongressman Kelly’s Opinion 
on SilYer Legislation*

The State Journal gives the following 
description of how dies are made tor coin* 
iog: “It will require at least a week to 
prepare the dies for the presses. What is 
known as the “hub'’ is already prepared. 
This is a piece of the hardest steel, on 
which is cot in relief or raised character 
the devices of the coin. la making the 
die a piece ot steel of the proper size and 
shape is annealed or softened, and the hub 
is stuck on the face of the die. Only one 
blow can be struck each day, aud about 
eight blows are necessary to finish the die 
Atter each blow the die is again annealed. 
Sometimes two blows a day have been 
given each die,* but this is rare- About 
twelve dies will be necessary, all of which 
I can be male from one hub in a week, if 
two blows can be given each die a day. 
The first issue of the new coin will eman­ 
ate from Philadelphia, owing to the dies 
boing made in that city; a? it will require 
seven or eight days to transport dies to 
California or Nevada, a fortnight will 
elapse before those miots can commence to 
coin.

Congressman K elley's O pinion that There 
trill br More Silver Legislation. 
Mashington, 
March 
4.—Congressman 
Kelley believes that there will be other sil­ 
ver legislation this session, and that both 
housed will pass bills providing tree coin­ 
age without limit. OI course, such meas­ 
ures will be vetoed in case they pass, and 
it is possible that the silver strength in 
Congress will be sufficient to pass the bill 
over a veto. 
Unless, he says, the legisla­ 
tion is secured in the ordinary way, a 
proviso will be added to the clause lo the 
general appropriation bill providing for 
the support of the mints. 


NELSONS IRREGULARITIES. 
We mentioned several days ago that 
Hon. William Nelson, of La Crosse, United 
States Marshal of Utah, had resigned his 
position under very unfortunate circum­ 
stances. Nelson was among the promi­ 
nent editors of this State when he received 
his appointment at Utab. For many years 
he edited the Viroqua Censor, and for two 
or three years edited and published the La 
Crosse Daily Republican. He accepted 
the Marahalship under the most favorable 
condition, and by a straightforward, hon* 
orable course could have gained a good 
name and a sufficient remuneration for his 
services. His acts as an official became 
questionable which led to an investigation. 
A special committee of the Territorial 
Legislature was appointed to examlne.mto 
the judicial expenses, and about two weeks 
•go made a report. The charge against 
Nelson is that he had misappropriated 
territorial funds to the amount of at least 
$1,240. The report of the committee gives

Nelson. When he learned that he was 
caught ie a trap, he thereupon resigned ; 
but the committee hearing that his resig­ 
nation was tendered, and that he did not 
have sufficient property within the territo­ 
ry from which the deficit might be obtain.

Christianity vs. Infidelity. 
To the Edi4<or. 
The religious discussions that have been 
going on In all parts oI the country for the 
past two or three months, have not been 
confined altogether to examinations of the 
doctrine of hell and endless hell punish­ 
ments. Robert Ingersoll, the Infidel writ­ 
er and lecturer, has been speaking quite ex 
tansively, not only in opposition to hell, 
but to Christianity itself, He has called 
out, in opposition to his views that Christ­ 
ianity is a delusion and a cheat, aomejatrong 
men whom he has found it rather difficult 
to handle. In Rochester, N. Y., he found 
such a man in the person of Rev. A. Saxe, 
D. D., the eloquent paster of the Univer­ 
salist church. Dr. Saxe preached a very 
able discourse, which was published in the 
Rochester papers, and which the friends of 
the noted lecturer were constrained to re­ 
gard as the best statenent yet made in op- 
poaition to the Colonel’s views. 
The dis­ 
course was on the broad subject of Christ­ 
ianity in its relations to free thought and 
human progress." 
Said the preacher: 
‘We have to do with Christianity as a fact. 
Is it beautiful or otherwise ? 
Does it or 
does It not contain words of practical wis­ 
dom ? Does it hold up a high ideal of life ? 
Docs it unfold a pure and exalted model of 
character? Does it inspire hope which is 
salutary and rejoicing ? 
Does it promote 
movements ol human progress and growth ? 
Is it an instrument of good ? Is it indis­ 
pensable to the best known conditions of 
human society ? " It was maintained that 
Cnri8ti&nity had served and was still serv­ 
ing the ends here enumerated. 
Attention 
was called to the fact that Col. Ingersoll 
denied that Christianity had been the pro­ 
moter of human progress—that it could not 
be credited to any great extent with the 
results of modern civilization—that it had 
rather been the enemy of free thought and 
progress and civilization from the begin­ 
ning; and that enlightenment and ciyilizi- 
tion had been wrought out in spite of it. 
Dr. fcjaxe regarded this as a fair, plain issue 
and proposed to meet it, as an advocate! of 
Christianity, in a spirit of (candor. 
He 
maintained that the utility of Christianity 
was its most reliable defense, citing the 
words of its author, “By their fruits ye 
shall know them." The proposition which 
Dr. 8. argued most admirably aud convinc­ 
ingly was this: “Christianity is the pro 
moter of free thought, the friend and insti­ 
gator of progress, and the principal factor 
in our modern civilization.” It was very 
clearly shown from many facts and illustra* 
tions, that Christianity and civilization em­ 
braced precisely the same geographical 
limits. To avoid narrowness and dogmat­ 
ism, 
it 
was 
cheerfully 
grant­ 
ed 
that 
various 
influences 
were concerned in our modern civilization, 
but that the Christian religion must be re­ 
garded as the paramount cause. 
He had 
been referred to railroads, steamships, fac­ 
tories, telegraphs, the printing press, cheap 
books, popular education, institutions of 
learning, scientific knowledge, etc., as the 
causes of growth and progress. 
But how 
came these things ? And how came it about 
that these grand achievements were mo­ 
nopolized so largely by Christian nations ? 
A fine comparison was instituted between 
Mohammedanism and Christianity. 
The 
former started with more promising mate­ 
rial than the latter, having the civilized and 
polished people ol Western Asia, while 
Christianity had the semi-bar banana of 
Thrace and the savages of Germany upon 
whom (to exert its refining and civilizing 
power.
